Selye to Speak 
To Pharmacists 
Wei. Night 

Dr. Hans Selye, a 44-year-old 
Montreal physician whose discover- 
ies in the field of endocrinology 
may change the course of all 
treatment of disease, ha* accepted 
an invitation to speak on Wednes- 
day evening to those students tak- 
ing the Phamaceutlcal Science 
course offered by the Extension 
Department. The Director of the 
Institute of Experimental Medicine 
and Surgery at . the University of 
Montreal, he will spenk on "The 
Adaptive Hormone." 

Due to' the large number of phy- 
sician* and medical student* who 
have expressed a desire to hear 
Dr. Selye, the lecture will be held 
in the Physical Science Centre 
Auditorium. All those attending 
are requested to be present by 
7 p.m. 

From a Hungarian family, Dr. 
Selye studied medicine in Pari*, 
Rome and Prague. Deciding to 
specialize In endocrinology, he 
came to America to spend a year 
at John Hopkin's University. In 
1930 he came to McGill on a 
Rockefeller fellowship to study 
under Dr. J. B. Coliip. 

For 13 years Dr. Selye continued 
his studies of animals. Then In 
1949 the Mayo Clinic extended Ihe 
treatment to humans when they 
treated arthritis patients with 
ACT! I and cortisone. Hecently the 
Journal of Endocrinology gave him 
an unprecedented honour by de- 
voting an entire issue to his work. 
He has developed hij theory, in a 
book entitled "Stress."

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Cultural Discrimination 




One of the healthiest forms of Canadian culture 
today is the live and growing movement of drama, 
both theatre and radio. The success of the CBC 
stage series and of Ti-Coq, in both English and 
French Is ample proof. Yet, as explained In a letter 
printed below, the McGlll Player's Club will r" 
be able to enter the annual Canadian Drama F< 
tival for the first time In three years. 

It was three years ago when the Players Club 
introduced to Canada, Arena Theatre or Theatre 
In the Round, in Itself a form only a few years 
old. The next year, the. club entered their arena 
production in the festival and won the award for 
the best Regional entry, though this was the first 
time an arena production had ever been presented 
In the Festival. Last year a number of the cast of 
the club's arena production, "Naked," received 
gwards. This year, however, a rule restricting the 
Site of presentation to the regular stage of a down- 
town theatre prevents the entry of an arena pro- 
duction, which requires seating all around the 
stage. 

Why has the arena form of theatre, acceptable 
for the past two years, been rejected this year? In 
the past, the McGlll entry of arena theatre has 
been presented in the Ballroom of the Union, while 
all others, being the conventional or proscenium 
type of play, have been performed at another loca- 
tion. The desire to restrict all presentations to the 
lame theatre might be one answer, but it is surely 
tot sufficient to warrant the exclusion, when the 
ormtr system seemed to be adequate. 




A rather dangerous precedent might be set. If 
this state of affairs should continue. From this 
situation there arises the suspicion that perhaps 
this was done purposely to eliminate arena theatre. 

Arena theatre It still In the experimental stages' 
and only a few organizations are pioneering. Its 
existence! Just as with other forms of art, painting 
being probably the most notable example, many 
people dislike It. But this does not automatically 
disqualify It as a form of art. Just as modernism 
in painting, sculpture and architecture are being 
accepted by more people, so is the arena form of 
theatre. As mentioned in the letter below, the 
adjudicator of the Festival two years kgo, came to 
Canada obenly disliking this form. Not only did 
he change his mind on arena theatre, but after 
seeing the McGlll entry, he was anxious to see 

We are not Interested here in Judging the merits 
of arena and conventional theatre. But we are 
concerned that a group of university students who 
have the courage and devotion to experiment with 
a different form of art should not have their efforts 
stifled and should receive the recognition for their 
work that the past two years have shown they 
deserve. . 

Canadian culture is much too young to have its 
development impeded by convention. It is unfor- 
tunate that this question was not raised sooner, so 
that this Obvious injustice might have been 
rectified.

This letter Is prompted by the article on Theatre 
Week which appeared in Thursday's Dally. I think 
an explanation is due the students who are in- 
terested in McGlll Theatre, and who may be won- 
^ derlng why the forthcoming arena production of 
• V G. B. Shaw's "Candida" is not entered in the 
^rjrama Festival this year. 

The McGlll Players' Club were the first ones 
to Introduce arena theatre to Canada In 1948 under 
the direction of Eugene Jousse with the Festival 
entry of "Hello Out There." Since then the award 
winning arena production of "Ghosts" in 1950, 
and last year the well received production . Of 
"Naked" were accepted as bona fide Festival en- 
tries. 

Since its Introduction arena theatre has become 
Increasingly popular. At the moment, there are 
theatre groups In many parts of the country ex- 
perimenting with this form. 
Theatre Week publicity hat claimed that all 




phases of theatre will be represented. In spite 
of this, the entry forms stated that all entries to 
thè Western Quebec Regional Festival must be 
mounted on the stage of the Gesu Theatre.

Even Maxwell Wray, who came to Montreal dis- 
liking the arena form, said himself he was com- 
pletely won over to this form of theatre. He wrote 
to Players' Club saying in this and stating he 
wished to .see mofc arena theatre before he left 
Canada. 

It would be vèry enlightening to know the REAL 
reasons for excluding Arena Theatre?

en's Union was set up as a necessary execu- 
tive body to direct women student's activities. 
Now, Only three- hundred of almost one thousand 
women students live in residence. This bèing soi 
it becomes difficult to see how the functions and 
responsibilities of the Women's Union have be- 
come, obsolete. In fact, the reverse Is true; the 
Women's Union has a huge Job In trying to co- 
ordinate the activities of these two large groups. 
Note that this is, a function assumed since the 
of thè Women's Union, and that this demon- 
s, in only one of many ways, the flexibility 
of the organisation. 

Further instances of its flexible nature; Wo- 
men's Union dances and buffets have been dis- 
continued, because the need for such functions 
has diminished. On thè other hand the Women's 
Union is providing the following NEW services 
for women students. Firstly, greater participation 
in cultural events by establishing a fund for dis- 
tribution (by lottery) of concert tickets. Secondly, 




greater vocational emphasis In terms of the popu- 
lar "Career. Clinics" and thirdly, a programme to 
provide accomodation for women students visit- 
ing McGlll from other universities. 

'After establishing, in fancy rather than in fact, 
the need for an organization to replacé the Wo- 
men's Union, the Women's Editor has drawn up a 
lan for a women's executive which would really 
be the Union's twin sister, the only difference be- 
ing that the women student body is being dis- 
enfranchised, only two of the executive instead of 
the. present complement of seven being elected. 

It has been true, In the past, that little attention 
has been paid to the December elections, but this 
criticism of former times Is without foundation 
today. In the most recent December elections the 
number of positions was increased from three to 
an Increase In executive reflecting the In- 
asing function of the Union) and the number of 
candidates was thirteen — à strong indication of 
the increasing Interest In the Women's Union. 

The Women's Union agrees that to survive It 
must be flexible. Let us flex It, then, and twist 
It Into modern serviceable shape. But let us never 
abandon the only organization on the campus 
which speaks specifically for women students to 
abandon It would be to step backwards, to deny 
that institutional maturity can be attained.

Last Thursday night, at the Y.M 
H.A. Snowdon auditorium, the emi- 
nent pianist, Benno* Moiseivitch, 
presented his third recital in Mont' 
real. His command of technique 
Is transcends all that he does. This 
It marvelled at, but soon taken for 
granted In the enveloping sweep 
and elan of his musical projection. 
One of the few greats In the "grand 
old tradition" of Lexvlhne, Rach 
manlnoff, (a close friend of hiiO.

The balance of the pro- 
gram was divided between the 
Schumann "Fantaisie", a difficult 
and Ingratiating work, splendidly 
played, and a Chopin group, built 
around the effective Chopin Fan- 
tasy In F, Op. 49.
